there is no neceffity of any fuch Trial ; becaufe it is 
impoflible to feparate the Diverfion of that Expert 
ment, from the Dangers and Mifchiefs, which muft 
unavoidably attend it. If therefore the Whigs look to 
the Divifions of the Turies, as their moft hopeful Pro- 
{pest ; we ought to provide a timely and efficacious 
Remedy for this Evil. If they make their Artack on 
this fide, we fhould Fortity and Giard it, with equal 
Affiduity. For it is impoffible for the keeneft Malice 
to invent any thing in Satire, or fix a Difgrace upon 
us, more fharp and fevere than that, which with fo 
much Joftice would fall to our fhare; fhould we fuffer 
our felves to become a Prey to them by Civil Difcord 
and Contention, after we had been fo long Bann’d and 
apeoach'a by them, under the Glorious Title of Peace- 
(rs. 

"Tis true indeed, they feem to aim at another main 
Point, befides that of Dividing us. But this is only a 
Blind and Fent, and ferves merely as a little Under- 
plot to the grand Defign and Caahiinbe ‘They would 
divert our prefent Induftry, break our Ranks, and take 
us off from all Compofing Meajures, and from purfuing 
Peace and Unity (the Sum and Security of all our In- 
tereft and Happinefs) by hawling us to the Telefcope, 
and amufing us with a long remoteProfpe& ; with di- 
flant Terrors and Dangers, with which they threaten 
and aftight us ; whilft we overlook Britain, and wan- 
der upon the Continent, for that Repofe and Feliciry 
this Happy Ile was once ufed to afford us. All the 
Procreffination, fo much complained of among us, is 
owing to thefe Chimera’s afar off; to Apprehenfions of 
To Morrow, the Theory of a Panick, and terrible Ideas 
of Futurity. Hence every little Scare-crow Maker and 
Dabbler in Politicks, can fay to us, at every Step we 
take, ——- Hark! —— Who's That! —— Do you not 
fee bim coming? —— Have a care, —— Tread fifily. 
Some People muft be anfwerable for the Conjequences.— 
A Day mill come. ——— And with thefe mighty Reafons 
and eternal Truths they pretend to difpirit the nobleft 
Refolutions, and to put by the moft hopcful Defigns. 
But whoever knows any thing of Divinity, Morsli , 
or Government, or has read this Subjest with Attention, 





either in Sacred or Profane Authors, Poets or Orators, 


Grecks or Romans, Antients or Moderns ; will readily 
own, that nothing hath been more expofed as direét 
Folly and Madnefs, or treated with more Contempt, 
than too great a Sollicitude and Care for To Morro, 
All the Jnfpired Writers, who were more immediatel 

concern’d in Government, are copious upon this Head. 
The Divine Au:hor of our Religion, bath made our Duty 
herein clear and eafy to us. The Pagans, by the Light 
of Nature, faw far into the Folly and Weaknefs of 
this Vice. Arifforle, Plato, Demothenes, Cicero, Seneca 

Horace, Perfias, and moft of the great Genii of 
Antiquity, have touch’d upon it in very ftrong Co- 
leurs; tho’ with different Views: After whom the 
Moderns of Note took up the Subjeét, and carzied it 
into all the Offices and Relations of Lite. —

Nor is this the Doftrine only of Theologi/t:, Poets, 
alifts, and Philefopbers of all Sects, but of Statefmen 


$e Politicians ; whofe Schemes and Undertakings are 


uch obftruéted by this foolifh Error, as the Gbri- 


(Sspopin's Peace of Confcience, the Husbandman’s Gain, 
g_the Epicurcan’s Pleafure, the Pbilifopber’s Temper, or 


the Good Subjel'y Liberty. ‘To Morrow is indeed the 
Ideot’s Dream, and the Market of Fools. He, who 
looks to that only, -forfeats all his Pofleflions, and is 
fecure of nothing. It is a Blank in Nature; and the 
Image of [veath, within a Day's March of us. The next 
Morning after Gefar and Aiexgnderexpir'd, was their 
To Morrow; and what then was Ceftr or Alexander ? 
As well might we expeé& to fet our Weathercocks or Ba- 
rometers tor futurity, as lay Schemes and form Defigns, 
upon as great a Contingency as the Caft of a Dye, or the 
Flight of a Cloud. Such is the Vanity of Political Harxf- 
pacy! To Morrow is alj Speculation; and only To Dey was 
mace for Ufe and Praétice. He who lofes thar, lofesall 
the Time that is in his Power. Our Angle and Net 
reach only to that part of the Current which is be- 
fore us:

He, who remedies a prefent Evil, as up to the Suffi- 
ciency of human Nature. He, who truly underftands 
what is right and fit, who makes that the Standard of 
his Refslutions, and executes thofe Refolutions the Mo- 
ment they are in Seafon; makes the beft Provifion for 
Futurity, and fecutes a Reputation tor Wifdom, what- 
ever Events follow; which will be another's, in fpite 
of ovt Anticipations. There is fuch a Vertue as Cau- 


tion, fuch a Faculry as Forefighr, and fuch an Art as’ 


Cunning, which the Corruptions of Mankind have 
made a neceflary part of Polvicks: But there are Ex- 
treams that turn each of thefe to a Vice; There isa 
Caution, which is Sloth and Supinenef3; a Forefight, 
which is Cowardicé and Irrefolution ; and a fort of 
Cunning, which, by alarming Mankind, draws on more 
Dangers than it is able to defend it {elf againft, Some 
Principles and Notions of Kight and Wrong are fo 
clear, and the Defigns refulting from them fo neceffiry 
to be nundertaken and purfa’d, that every Delay therein 
is Criminal. Upon thefe, Horace forms thar fine Cha- 
racter of Courage and Integrity.

The preat Governor of the World often produces, at 
leaft alls of Events, which may ferve to try the Ver- 
tues of the beft and greareft of his Crearures; and in 
{pite of the fanctify'd Vizor, there cannot be a greater 
Inftance’ of Weaknef§ and Impiety, than when Men 
plead the Mere fi y of Afairs in excufe for the Violation 
of unalterable Truths. By which Argument the great- 
eft Villains and Enthsfizfis have been tempted to call 
Succefs, A Good Cauje, ant to look upon natural Events 
as a Divine Difpenfation for the Breach of Reveal'd 
Precepts. ‘ 

1f Tine were of any Party, or could be made either 
Whig or Tory, the Art of Propbecy would be the only 
true Politick:. But whilft we keep to the Law and to the 





Teftiminy, whilft Truth and Juftice are maintain’d, ane 
a good Caufe firmly fertled and fecur’d, the noi 
HFREAFTER of the Woigs & mere Puff and Av, 
Unlefs wearcto be govern 'd by Chimera’sQnftead of 
Laws, both They and their Events muft give way to the 
Powers in being. They cannot enfure what is to come: 
and nothing but our Weaknefs éan fufter them to make 
a Scarecrow out of an Uncertainty. Upon a right Use 
and Improvement of the prefent Time, depends all char 
gai be depended upon of ffeafier ; and therefore 
when they tell us, how much they Hope, and how mucay 
we ought to Fear, no legal Provifions fhould be onij:- 
ted, that may difappoine tiem in both; either by re- 
moving the Suggeition, if it be well-grounded; or by 
undeceiving the People, -if it be not. 

Bur (as | have already hinted) thefe. Menaces at a 
diftance, are mere Amufement; and ferve only to di- 
vert our Apprehenfions from their er Objects. 
All that the Tories ought to Fear and Guagd againft, is 
the Danger of Inteftine Quarrels and Diflentions: And 
herein they would do well tojtake the Advice of an 
Enemy, at leaft to follow their'Example. Did they give 


up all private Pique and Difference to the. Intereit ‘of. 


a Bad Canfe? So thould the Tories do for a good Cne, 
Had they their Leaders and Mediators, to enquire into, 
to adjuft and reconcile all .Mifunderftandings? The 
Tories thould have the fame; and ought te pay the fame 
Deference to their Arbitration... They have a.Power a 
their Head, fo very good and fofam’d for Peace-making, 
that no loyal Subject can withftand Hr Interpoficion 
in an Affair of fuch Confequence. Can.the Wigs unite 
with Men of oppofite Principles and of many Religions ? 
And fhall the Tories offer to break with. their Partners 
in one and the fame Caufe, for Trifles and :Punftilio’s ? 
Do the igs confpire in a, thoufand Abfurdities and 

lunders to their own Rui ?,.And thal che Boies take 
the only falfe Step, that can retrieve a finking Enemy ?
